pulled down, after which the free use of 
water in buckets extinguished the: fire in a 
short time. It was gratifying to note the 
promptness with which the steam fire -cn- 
gines were brought to the neighbourhood 
.of the fire, and that both arrived with their 
fires lighted and a fair head of steam’ on. 
The engine from tho Police Bahru was 
brought up by the European police, and 
arrived in about 10 minutes from the firing 
of the guns, while another frdm the central 
police station, dragged by native police, ar- 
rived a few minutes later. Members of th 
fire brigade were in good tine, but fortu- 
nately their services were not called into 
requisition.
